Natural Resources Planning 


A public meeting in the Library 
Conference Room on November 21 
will start a program in which the peo- 
ple of Wilmington can take part in a 
Natural Resources Planning Program 
(NRPP) sponsored by the Soil Conser- 
vation Service. 

There will be a visual presentation 
by Candace Wheeler, who is a com- 
munity planner with the Soil Conser- 
vation Service. She will discuss what 
other communities have done, and 
what Wilmington can do through par- 
ticipation in the program. She is be- 
ing sponsored by the Wilmington 
Planning Board. 

The Natural Resources Planning 
Program is a community assistance 
program, of the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice (SCC). It began in 1970. So far 
over 50 communities in 
Massachusetts have participated. At 
the present time the program is being 
carried out in the Town of Danvers. 

The program provides what is 
described as a unique opportunjty for 
citizens to participate in the planning 
of the future development of 
Wilmington. It also offers an oppor- 
tunity for citizens to become more 
familiar with the town’s nataggl 


‘The figures were quickly available 
for the Wilmington vote, where Cain 
won by a four-to-one ratio, 4633 to 
1121. Reading was another early vic- 
tory for Cain, with 3272 votes to 
Buell's 2605. 

‘Andover, another early town, was a 
Buell victory, with a margin of 450. 

After a few early-reporting towns, 
the campaign camps had to settle 
down to wait for the towns with paper 
ballots. It was quiet until after 1:30 
p.m., when the Essex County results 
began to come in. Each report was a

resources, and the land use decision 
making process. 

Citizen volunteers are a valuable 
part of the program. They are to be 
organized into eight committees, one 
for each of the land use categories; 
soils, wetlands, groundwater, 
agriculture, etc. 

‘The staff will consist of an SCS in- 
tern and the town’s Planning Assis- 
tant, David R. Boutin. They will be 
training and assisting the volunteers, 
and will conduct field checks, and 
then prepare’ data sheets on land 
parcels in Wilmington. 

The goals of the study are to be 
identified by a steering committee, to 
be made of town officials and 
members of the citizen groups. They 
will specify the types of maps, and the 
planning data needed to fulfill com- 
munity needs. Louis A. Maglio of 
Glendale Circle, a past chairman of 
the Planning Board, will be the coor- 
dinator of the steering committee. 

‘There are said to be three distinct 
benefits to be derived from participa- 
tion in the Natural Resources Plan- 


ning Program. 

1. It will provide Wilmington with a 
much needed data base, for the mak- 
ing of planning decisions. There will 
be a series of maps, all made to the 
same scale, which can overlay one 
another, and be more useful than what 
is currently available. 

2. The planning program is a 
process which will be based on the 
decisions of the participating citizens, 
and not those of some consultant, or of 
some higher level of government. 

3. The cost to the town would

Burns’ plans modified 


Lawrence Burns of Somerville pled 
in vain, last Wednesday, with the 
Wilmington Planning Board. “Burns 
was attempting an end run atound the 
planning board rules for development 
of plans. He failed, and in the end con- 
sented to convert the ‘definitive’ 
plan he had submitted a week earlier 
into a “preliminary” plan. 

The discussion went on“ for 90 
minutes. Burns seeks to get action 
into his proposed development, a lot 
of which is in the old gravel pit now 
owned by Bob Corey of Lowell 

The first part of the proposal is the 
construction of a large motel and a 
restaurant, off Andover Street, and 
southerly of Route 125. The motel 
would be constructed where the Chip- 
man home stood until recently, facing 
on a road that Burns proposes, the 
road to go up through Water Depart- 
ment land, and over to the Corey 
property. The restaurant would also 
face on the new road, but be between 
the road and Route 125. 

A three story structure, having 172 
rooms, the motel would be named the 
Apple Valley Motel. There would be 
both above ground and underground 
Parking. 

The restaurant proposed is also to 
be of three stories.

In the ordinary course of events, a 
developer submits a “‘preliminary” 
plan for property he wishes to 
develop, to a Planning Board. This is 
examined and discussed for a period 
of time, ranging from several weeks 
to sometimes several months. Then a 
“definitive” plan is developed, en- 
compassing the proposals and 


agreements. 

It is with the “difinitive” plan that 
the public hearing is held. This calls, 
in turn, for more corrected actions, 
and in the vernacular those actions 
are known sometimes as the “laundry 
list."" 

Burns, by having a definitive pian 
hoped to save several weeks in dis- 
cussions, He wanted the “laundry 
list” so that he could start making 
corrections to his plan 

The members of the planning board 
assured him, collectively and in- 
dividually, that there was much more 
to the preparation of a plan than he 
was proposing 

At the end of the 90 minutes he 
acceded to their wishes. At his re- 
quest the “definitive” plan of two 
weeks ago is now a “preliminary” 
plan, and the discussions will start 
Wednesday evening 

(In the Town Crier, Oct. 25 a tract 
of land, cJaimed by both Corey and the 
Water Depatment, was said to be 14 
acres in extent. The correct report 
should have been seven acres)

Largest 
polling place? 


For better or worse, Wilmington 
has the dubious - or glorious - honor of 
having what is probably the biggest 
polling place in Massachusetts, 

During the voting reforms (?) of the 
past several years, the state 
legislature has been cut in size, and 
all towns and cities have been forced 
to be divided into precincts, of equal 
size, like it or not. The division was a 
part of the hue and cry. to have equal 
voting status for all political office. 

Wilmington's: selectmen, in the 
Process, made two decisions. 

1, The town was divided into six 
precincts. There are those who feel 
sorry for Wilmington because of that 
decision 

Because Wilmington has six 
Precincts it is more readily divisible, 
and as a consequence has been divid. 
ed. One precinct was put over to vote 
with Reading and North Reading, and 
five to vote with Tewksbury, for state 
representative. 

That, according to some, is not 
good, Add to this the story that 
Wilmington was put into the Second 
Essex Senatorial District, and the 
reader will be able to find some un- 
happy people in the town from which 
the Ipswich River flows. 

2. Instead of having six places in 
Wilmington to which the voters should 
go to cast their ballot, the selectmen 
decided that the High School should 
remain the one place. There are those 
who cheer that decision. 

‘Twenty-five voting machines were 
purchased, so that there are four for 
each precinct, and one spare. There 
was a trepidation when the town 
started using voting machines, but 
that is now all past. 

Tuesday night the last voter pulled 
the lever at 8:57 p.m. 6143 of the 
town's voters (66.2%) had cast 
ballots. 

Two hours later the counts had all 
been tabulated, and announced. 

Yes, there was a delay in getting the 
last voter to the voting machines. 
Many people stood in line for nearly 
an hour. One witness said he had seen 


at least 10 people leave without 
voting, disgusted at having to wait so 
long. 

Perhaps more voting machines are 
needed. Maybe there should be more 
than one place for the polls in 
Wilmington. That is a decision which 
the selectmen will have to make in the 
future. 

But the state politicians are aware 
of the number of voters who pass 
through the portals, at the Wilmington 
polls. 

During the primaries four of the 
Democratic candidates for Congress 
spent most of the day outside the door, 
greeting the voter. 

And during Tuesday's election 
Congressional candidate (and Sheriff) 
John Buckley spent the entire day, 
greeting Wilmington voters. It is, he 
said, the busiest poll in 
Massachusetts. 

Also making an appearance at 
Wilmington was Paul Tsongas, in his 
‘successful bid for the U.S. Senate, He 
was shaking hands in Wilmington 
between noon and 1 p.m. 

Another point. During the primary 
races many cars were parked outside 
the high school, along Church Street, 
bearing placards of the candidates. It 
was somewhat difficult for ordinary 
traffic to get by the parked cars. 

In the election, Tuesday, there were 
no such cars. 

Wilmington's selectmen had 
declared the area one of No Parking. 
‘There were signs, saying that parked 
cars would be towed away, at the 
owner's expense. 

And no one dared to call the 
selectmen on that one. No cars were 
parked on the street, but two signs did 
appear in yards across the street. 
One very political horse trailer, which 
has a sign on it in every election, bore 
a sign for Bob Cain. Jim Miceli also 
found a person willing to have a car 
with signs in a yard facing the high 
school, 

‘The improved traffic flow was a 
welcome change to the voters attemp- 
ting to drive to the polls. 


: What's a 
‘key precinct?’ 


Have you ever wondered what these 
“key precincts” are that you keep 
hearing about on televised election 
returns? 

Many people probably do not know 
what one is,.never mind where one is. 
Voters in Wilmington's Precinct Four 
this year have the distinction of voting 
in a "key precinct," as chosen by ABC 
News 

And what is a “key precinct?” 

Voting patterns and other 
demiographic data are collected, pro- 
jected and analyzed, and fed into a 
computer. Of interest to the com- 
puter are factors such as geography, 
urbanization, ethnic background, 
religion, economic level and voting 
history. Such information is loaded 
into the computer memory prior to 
the election 

Once the polls close, represen- 
tatives of the League of Women 
Voters in towns which have key 
precincts report the vote from those 
key precincts as soon as they are 
known. A precinct vote is discernable 
An. un usualy 
available long before the precinct 
totals are combined into an official 


town total 

In Wilmington, the figures were 
reported by LWV President Maida 
Eisenberg and Voter Service 
Chairperson Chris Twohig. 

‘These precinct figures are , then 
weighed by the computer, which then 
identifies trends in voting. These 
trends are used in attempting to 
determine in which direction a race is 
turning

Programs for senior citizens

Programs for the elderly keep life 
interesting, in Tewksbury -at least. 

Even though there are elderly who 
live in their own homes or with 
relatives, they have as much oppor- 
tunity as those living in homes 
reserved for the elderly on Carnation 
Drive or Saunders Road for recrea- 
tion. Many more are not taking advan- 
tage of the programs reserved for the 
elderly 

Not only do daily hot lunches in- 
troduce them to new friends, but they 
recreate the ties with old friends 

Every Monday for those who 
seemingly give up life when they hit 
40, 50 or 60, take an example from the 
elderly of Tewksbury's Drop-in 
Center. 

There is a health-recreation 
program for elderly citizens of 
greater Lowell which began as a pilot 
Project for Tewksbury Seniors two 
years ago at the Lowell Boys’ Club un- 
der the direction of William Vrettas. 
They assumed the total cost for eight 
months then the Council on Aging 
received a grant for $5000 because of 
the unique program. With the COA 
out of funds on this program, the 
Lowell Boys Club is again assuming 
all the cost as of August 1, 1978. 
Application has been made to the 
federal and state for grants to finance 
the program 


Every Monday, the citizens line up, 
about a score of them, for the bus ri 
to Lowell. Then they enter the Boys’ 
Club for their exercise program 
There is the weight machine room, 
with boxing and bicycle exercises and 
when you watch some of the so-called 
senior citizens, you feel young. They 
take part up to 77 years old, out there 
exercising for 30 minutes. 

The exercises are a specifically 
designed program under the 
guidelines established by the 
President's Council on Physical 
Fitness and the National Administra- 
tion on Aging 

Following the exercises, there is a 
short wait, then they go swimming 
Following the swimming the public 
health nurse on duty checks health 
records, blood pressure, weights; 
while Florinda Sullivan of the 
Tewksbury Council on Aging is there 
to check on their screenings and help 
with the program 

There is what is called “An Organ 
of the Month” club when Bitsy 
Graham, of the Tewksbury Council 
and also a health educator with the 
Program, teaches normal anatomy 


and physiology in the hope of stressing 
the inportance of prevention through 
understanding. 

A different organ is discussed to 
help the elderly understand their 
health issues. Screening programs 
such as urine testing are done in con- 
junction with the health clinic. 

Dietician Cindy Hardy of St. John's 
Hospital talks to the group on diet in 
conjunction with the Organ of the 
Month. program, with emphasis on 
cholesterol, low salt diet, heart month 
program, and basic nutritional needs 
of the elders. 

Special topics such as food fads, 
cooking for one, a weight control 
program are included monthly 
Every new diet that comes along the 
media or TV is discussed, for its 
values or lack of values, 

Mental health counselling, covering 
subjects as loss of loved ones, stress, 
special charges and needs of elderly, 
are available. Also future program- 
ming would include subjects like 
health and dying. 

A monthly social is held with door 
prizes and parties and a sing-a-long 
‘The group celebrated a Halloween 
party last week. 

Guest speakers on general topics 
are available to help with the 
Program, Tax benefits, insurance, 
social security and its changes, fire 
safety and other related topics are 
discussed with professional people 
who donate their services gratis. 

‘There are many elderly who feel 
that one has to be crippled or prac- 
tically waving to the undertaker to 
join these programs. They should 
have been with them for a morning 
when I saw their enthusiasm, and 
vitality in their exercises. 

With the new drop-in center in the 
planning stages, the new building will 
be a great boon to their programs, 
allowing more space for luncheons 
and recreation, but those Monday 
Programs are a revelation to 
observers. 

Not only are the Monday programs 
well attended, but there is bowling on 
Tuesdays, arts and crafts in 
Tewksbury’s drop-in center, and 
swimming at the Shawsheen Tech 
pool 

Don't start feeling sorry for 
yourself because you have passed 
another milestone. 

There are too many programs for 
the elderly in the town. They don't be- 
moan their futures. They help 
themselves. 

Instead of elderly, it is ‘‘aid-erly.”’

There is more 
than one way . 


to spell 


The Town Crier on October 25 had a 
‘story of Rudolph Porter, former sec- 
ition chief for the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. There was a picture of five 
men, with an old railroad hand cart, 
the kind that was used 50 or more 
years ago by railroad section hands. 

Itis practically ap-axiom that every 
time a story appears in the Town 
Crier a lot’ more information comes 
in, which should have been included, 
as a matter of historical interest. 

For instance: One person who was 
in @ position to know reports that 
Dolph was a hard man to work for. He 
kept the men under him firmly at 
work, with no rest periods. Such 
could be guessed, in the fact that he 
held down that boss job for 33 years, 
but it never was said out loud before. 

Wilmington, in the days before 
World War I, had a railroad round 
house. It was located in back of what 
is now Wilmington Builders Supply’ 
off the Wilmington & Andover (Wild- 

Railroad. If the writer 

remembers correctly there were 
places in that round house for seven 
railroad engines, which were kept 
there overnight, and which powered 
some of the 56 trains between Boston 
and Wilmington every day. There 
were four or five tracks for the over- 
night storage of passenger cars. 

That average means 28 trains each 
way, it should be noted. That figure 
includes the two railroads, the station 
in Wilmington and the station in North 
Wilmington. 


During daylight hours, if a person 
wanted to go to Boston it wasn't often 
that there was a wait of over 15 
minutes. 

The biggest train, as far as 
Passengers were concerned, was the 
8:11 from Silver Lake - the Merchants 
Express it was called. It started in, 
had one stop at Lowell, and the second 
and last at Silver Lake, a station that 
no longer exists. Twenty-seven 
minutes later it was discharging 
passengers in Boston. 

Monday mornings were the busiest. 
Sometimes six hundred passengers 
got on that Merchants Express, on a 
Monday. - 

The hand cart that Dolph and his 
men used was kept in the railroad 
roundhouse. The writer can name 
several boys who attended the Walker 
School, in World War I days, and who 
used to ‘‘borrow” that hand card, for 
a spin up the Wildcat Railroad. They 
would stand on the cart and pump up 
and downon the handles. 

No one was ever hurt, nor 
anything damaged, by these pranks 

Identifying people in an old picture 
like that one is difficult. At the pre- 
‘sent time the Town Crier has a picture 
which seems to be of first grade 
children in the Walker School, circa 
1901. One child seems to be Gus 
McMahon, or his brother Joe, and 
another is a Robinson girl. It will 
probably take months to get all iden- 
tified. 

‘That was the case with the hand 
cart picture. The man standing in the 
middle, on the cart, could not be iden- 
tified. Finally it was determined he 
was Rudolph Babine, and he lived on 
Columbia Street, Wilmington. 

He looks as though he ‘could be a 
brother of Mundy Babine, so the Town 
Crier accepted that identification. 

But, it seems, though Rudolph 
Babine he was, he was not a brother of

Mundy Babine 

‘The Babine family, of whom Mundy 
was one, could trace back to 1601, 
when it landed in Nova Scotia from 
France. This, the writer submits, is a 
few years before the Pilgrims landed 
at Plymouth Rock. 

Like Evangeline and the: other 
Frenchmen, they too were deported 
by the British forces, during the 
French and Indian War. Mundy's 
great grandfather lived for a while in 
or near Sandwich, Mass., down on 
Cape Cod, before he got back to Nova 
Scotia. 

It can be remarked that those early 
Frenchmen, unlike Evangeline in the 
legend told by Longfellow, had a 
remarkable homing instinct. Every 
one of whom the writer has ever 
heard eventually made his way back 
to Nova Scotia. 

Mundy was one of four brothers, 
three of whom moved to Wilmington. 
Joseph Babine lived in Kennebunk 
Port, the only one to live in Maine. 
Mundy built the white house on 
Middlesex Avenue, his brother Mark 
built his home on Ballardvale Street, 
and the third brother, Lawrence lived 
on Burlington Avenue, all in 
Wilmi 

Mundy worked for Caleb Harriman 
and for his step-father, Mr. Perry. 
‘That was back in the days when the 
tannery in North Wilmington used a 
lot of hemlock, in the tanning of 
leather process - in the days when the 
leather had to be “‘retted"’ in hen 
manure. 

The bark from the hemlock would 
be stripped and then soaked in water, 
so as to make a “hemlock tea" and 
this would be used in the tanning 
process. Then the bark would be 
dried, and trucked into the boiler 
room where it helped to provide the 
fuel that was necessary to provide 
‘steam for the tannery. 

‘Mundy Babine was the ‘engineer’ 
who ran that boiler room. He was 
also an expert machinist. He got 
along well with Perry, and he got 
along well with Caleb Harriman, and 
Mundy Babine worked in the tannery 
for many, many years 

The outstanding feature, in one 
way, about Mundy was the way his 
name was spelled by the people of 
Wilmington in those days. 

Jim Kelly was the Town Clerk. 
There were Bucks and Carters, and 
there were other families who had 
been living around here for several 
hundred years. All had apart, at some 
time or other, in the government of 
the town. All, except the newcomers, 
the Frenchmen from Nova Scotia. 
‘They were too busy, learning the 
English language, and earning enough 
money to build a home. 

If one goes into the Wilmington 
records one will find that the name 
was generally spelled Monday. 
Sometimes it was Mondy. Most often 
it was Mundy. There were still other 
ways. 

When he was baptized, back in St. 
Pre, the name was Munde. Both those 
names deserve the Accent Grave, as 
one says in French. That's the little 
accent that goes from upper right to 
lower left, when one is writing in the 
French language. 

But who can expect an Irishman, or 
a Yankee to understand that little 
complexity? 
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Shannon tops fifth district ticket

Amid cheering supporters and 
crowds of well-wishers, Jim Shannon, 
the new Democratic Congressman 
from the Fifth District, promised last 
night to carry on the tradition begun 
by now Senator Paul Tsongas. 

Shannon easily defeated opponents 
John Buckley and Jay Gaffney to win 
‘Tsongas’ former Congressional seat, 
while Tsongas moved up a step on the 
political ladder, defeating Republican 
incumbent Edward Brooke by a wide 
margin, 

Pegging his win to an issue-oriented 
campaign, Shannon told the crowd of 
300 who packed his victory celebration 
at the Elks Hall in Lawrence that his 
victory made it clear that ‘issues peo- 
ple are concerned about this year are 
the same ones they have always been 
concerned about.” 

“Despite what we have heard about 
conservative mandate sweeping the 
nation,” he said, “'I think people are 
really looking for new direction and 
they are not going to cave in to 
emotional and visceral pandering.” 

Unlike his win in the Séptember 
primary which could not be pinned 
down until the early hours of the mor- 
ning, Shannon's victory last night 
became almost a certainty by 10 p.m. 

Shortly after 11 p.m. Independent 
Jay Gaffney all but conceded the race. 

While Sheriff John Buckley, the 
Republican candidate, had made no 
official announcement at that time, 
aides at his Lowell headquarters were 
predicting Shannon's win and said 
they expected an announcement from 
Buckley soon, 

For Buckley, it had been a wearying 
day. He had spent most of it cam- 
paigning at the polls in Wilmington. 
By coincidence, both he and his fellow 


runner-up, Jay Gaffney, established 
election night headquarters at the 
same restaurant, the Windsor in 
Dracut. 

“It's a big restaurant,” offered 
Buckley, tongue in cheek. ¢ 

Three cities where Shannon did es- 
pecially well were Lawrence, 
Methuen and, surprisingly Lowell 
Despite two scathing editorial in- 
dictments by the Lowell Sun, Shannon 
took almost 52 per cent of the vote in 
Lowell according to his campaign 
coordinator Dave McGinn. 

In Wilmington, Shannon nosed out 
Buckley 2,322 to 2,015; while Gaffney 
trailed with 1,389 votes. 

Qne factor which some of Shannon's 
aidés said may have given Shannon a 
sharper edge was a recent Buckley 
advertisement charging Shannon with 
paying taxes in Brazil and “jetting 
down to his hideaway in Rio de 
Janeiro.” 

‘The property in question was a one- 
third share in a Brazilian con- 
dgminium valued at $27,000 which was 
recently left to Shannon and his wife 
by his father-in-law, the late Brazilian 
ambassador to the U.S. Shannon said 
he had neither paid taxes on the 
property nor ever visited Brazil. He 
charged that Budkley had engaged in 
shoddy campaign practices and 
attempted to deceive the public. 

‘According to Dan Ford, Lawrence 
coordinator for Shannon's campaign, 
Buckley's “‘mud-slinging just plain 
backfired on him." 

Charles Coffin, Shannon's press 
secretary, said he felt the adyertise- 
ment “certainly didn’t hurt us," while 
McGinn said he believed it solidified 
‘Shannon's base in Lawrence, Methuen 
and Lowell and eroded Buckley's

strengths in the southern part of the 
district. 

Campaign aide Bill Maren said he 
attributed Shannon's victory to the 
fact that he was a “‘very attractive, 
young, bright, articulate ¢andidate 
who surrounded himself with a clean, 
fresh staff." 

“We put together one good show," 
said Maren, adding that Shannon 
“talked issues while everybody else 
talked something else.”” 

“People want someone who is going 
to talk about issues and a sensible, 
Positive approach to what government 
can do Jim emphasized what he could 
do for the district.” echoed Coffin. 

‘The outcome of the race came as no 
‘surprise in thé Shannon camp. A poll 
taken last week showed many of the 
same trends that were appearing as 
election returns trickled in last night. 

Last week's poll showed Shannon 
gathering 40 per cent of the vote, 
Buckley with 22 per cent and Gaffney 
with 11 per cent. Shannon aides said 
they felt the final count would in- 
crease that margin and that Shannon 
would end up with a more than 50 per 
cent plurality. 

In a hall where the Kelly green at- 
tire of many supporters contrasted 
with orange crepe paper streamers 
left over from Halloween, Shannon 
summed up his victory speech. 

“The job begun by Paul Tsongas 
will be continued by us and Senator 
Paul Tsongas," he said. ‘I will work 
as hard as I can te be the best 
Ceeremens this district has ever
